‘We 
had not one single car of peaches this 
year,’’ said he. ‘‘Last year we had over 
seventeen hundred cars,.”’ 

‘“‘How much money does that difference 
represent?’ 

“It is hard to say. The actual amount 
of difference in freights would be a mat- 
ter of easy computation, but a good crop 
means a lot to the railroads in increased 
business of all kinds. I would not ven- 
ture a statement in figures."’ 

Somebody else suggested that this meant 
to the Central alone a difference of some- 
thing close to $100,000; and he gave figures 
for the Southe@i—based on the long haul 
to Washington—that were hard to believe. 
This estimate may have been wrong, but 
there is no question of the loss of this 
year to roads and growers running up 
beyond the million mark. That means 
just that much loss to Georgia—and more. 

There is one large fruit farm up here in 
which the horticulturists from all parts 
of the state manifest deep interest, and 
for two reasons. This is the farm of 
Colonel John P. Fort, at Mount Airy. He 
has peaches and grapes galore, and—what 
he prizes more—a differential in his favor

ASSESSMENT OF RAILWAYS

‘TENNESSEE RAILROAD COMMIS- 


SION FINISHES WORK. 


Has Been an Arduous Labor, but 
the Commission Says It Will 
Stand Any Test. 


Nashville, Tenn., August 3.—(Spectial.)— 
The Tennessee railroad commission, which 
has been at work since May, has finished 
the assessment of railroad, telegraph and 
telephone property in the state and given 
all the parties concerned formal notice of 
its decisions. A few days will be given 
for the filing of exceptions and proof: the 
assessments will then be finally acted on 
and submitted to the board of equaliza- 
tion, composed of the governor, secretary 


| of state and treasurer, for their approval. 


The assessments are considered adequate 
and at the same time not unjust to the 
railroads. In 18% the distributable rail- 
road property in Tennessee was assessed 
at $39,192,788.25. In 1897, however, a rail- 
road commission was created and after 
going into the matter fully and undertak- 
ink to arrive at the actual cash value, 
they reported assessments amounting to 


| $63,818, 404.36, an increase over the preceding 


year of $24,625,616.11. The railroads fought 
the assessment and the litigation which 
followed is still pending in the federal 
court. In order that the state might be 
proteced, however, and order was made 
that the roads pay taxes on a basis of 
75 per cent of the assessment, with the 
Single exception of the Louisville and 
Nashville, which paid on a basis of 70 per 
cent, eo that for 1897 and 1898 the roads 
have paid on a ‘basis af about $47,863,803.39, 
which is 75 per cent of the assessment for 
those years. 

The present railroad commission, which 
was elected Ly the people, has made an 
assessment which they claim will stand 
any test, as they have taken every avail- 
able fact into consideration. The aggre- 
gate value of railroad property as fixed 
by them is $52,880,718. This assessment, 
which stands for two years, is less by 
$10,927,686.36 than the litigated assess- 
ment of 1897, but is more by $5,016,915 than 
the basis fixed by the federal court, upon 
which the state officials and railroads al- 
most reached an agreement of compro- 
mise. 

Localized railroad property is assessed 
at $2,322,289, as against $2,689,222 in 1896, and 
$3,118,234 in 1897. 

Telephone and telegraph property is as- 
sessed at $1,332,941.10, as against $765,067.10 
in 1896 and $2,185,395.50 in 1897. 

The commission took the depositions of 
the local tax assessors in Knoxville, Chat- 
tanooga, Nashville and Memphis. Other 
depositions were taken but where this was 
not practical the certificate of the judge 
or chairman of the various county courts 
as to the value of localized property in 
their counties were taken.

MacIntyre, of Thomasville, has fileld a 
petition in bankruptcy in the United 
States court here. He states that his 
indebtedness is $49,207, chiefly in unse- 
cured claims.

Mr. ‘MacIntyre is a well known 
business man of Thomasville, and an offi- 
cer of the Thomasville Electric Light 
Company.

Nine Prisoners Now in Fulton 
Jail To Escape Mob Vengeance, 


NINTH CAME. YESTERDAY 


He Is John MullEns, Charged with 
Criminal Assault Near Senola, 


An Interesting Coterie of Jail Bir¢s 
Who Found Atlanta a City of 
Refuge—Only Two Local 

Criminals in the 


Tower. 


Yesterday at noon John Mullens, the ne- 


ed a criminal assault near Senolia, day 
before yesterday, was brought to Atlanta 


for safe keeping, and makes a new addt- 


tion to the coterie of alleged criminals 
who have been brought here and locked 
up in the Tower to keep them from .the 
vengeance of mobs. 

There are now nine foreign prisoners, 
as they are called at the Tower, who are 
in the Fulton county jaw: on account of a 
fear that mobs might take the law in 
their own hands if the prisoners were 
left in the prisons of the counties in 
which the crimes were committed. 
Mullens was escorted here yesterday by 
the Newnan military company and he was 
kept in a hollow square of. soldiers, all 
armed and ready to defend and uphold 
the law should any demonstration ° be 
made. The negro was marched through 
the streets of Newnan and placed on the 
train. Arriving in Atianta he was escort- 
ed to the Tower by the same military 
company. 

The negro is charged with having at- 
tempted to assault a Mrs. Cooke near 
Senola, and a mob chased him for many 
hours. 

The other eight prisoners in the Tower 
who have been brought to Atlanta for 
safe keeping are: George W. Kerlin, Will 
Lucas, G. W. Tatum, John Jimmerson, 
Albert Wright, Jim Ursey, Boce Freeman, 
Frank Caruthers. 

Kerlin is the white man who Is charged 
with having murdered Miss Knott near 
Fayetteville, and placing her body in the 
Flint river. He has been tindicted and 
will be tried next September. There was 
so much feeling in Fayette county that 
it was deemed best to bring him to At- 
lanta. 

Will Lueas is the negro who Its said to 
be the person who shot Davis to death in 
his own house near Decatur a few months 
ago... The negro was captured in Atlania 


and kept here ever since in the Tower ' 


as it was believed a mob might lynch 
him if he was taken back to DeKalb 
county. He will be tried for the murder 
in the fall. 

Tatum and Jimmerson are negroes who 
are charged with being implicated with 
the incendiary fire at Palmetto. They 
escaped from the jail at Fairburn a few 
weeks ago and one of the escapes was 
shot to death. Tatum and Jimmerson 
might have met with the same fate if 
they had not been brought to Atlanta. 

Albert Wright and Jim Ursey are two 
negroes, and they are believed to be 
two of thetmen who assaulted Mrs. Ogle- 
tree at Bainbridge three weeks ago. Five 
of the negroes arrested for the same 
crime were lynched and the two in the 
Tower had to be slipped here with the 
greatest precaution. 

Freeman is a convict from Hall county 
sentenced to twenty years in the peni- 
tentiary for an assault upon a white 
woman, and as there was another similar 
case against him, a lynching was feared 
and he will be kept here until he is sent 
to the penitentiary. 

Caruthers is an escaped convict from an 
adjoining county, and as there was some 
talk of lynching him for an assault be- 
fore his trial it was thought to be un- 
wise to send him back to his home coun- 
ty pending his being returned to the 
penitentiary. 


While there are nine foreign prisoners | 


charged with serious crimes, there are 
only two in the Tower who are charge14 
with crimes of any magnitude in this 
county. 

These two are Dave McHenry, who is 
said to have murdered another negro 
named Cash on the Fourth of July near 
West End, and Joe Carroll. under sen- 
tence of death for the murder of a negro 
woman on the Marietta road.

(Concluded) i 

A more notable. because an intrinsical- 
ly excellent and a lasting feature of the 
individualism of the romantic movement, 
was its independence in the choice of 
subjects, Classicism, in the imaginative 
literature of France, had ignored medie- 
val and modern history. AS a conse- 
quence it had ignored all subjects con- 
nected with the development of modern 
civilization and the extension of Chris- 
tlanity. It had ignored all that pictur- 
esque and variform condition of society 
which we now call the age of chivalry. 
Still more completely had it. especially 
in the tragie drama, ignored the emo- 
tions, the passions, the highly complex 
thoughts and ideas of modern life. 

‘In England it was different. The Ene- 
lish drama had never been enslaved to 
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ALEXANDRE 


arbitrary rules. Shakespeare and _ his/ 


compeers had taken cognizance of life in 
every age, under every condition, but of 
English life more fully than any otner. 
In Germany Goethe and Schiller, not to 
mention lesser names, had assumed the 
liberty 6f a like universality of treat- 
ment, although also the subjects German 
genius had most delighted to exert itself 
upon were those that were intimately 
associated with the development of the 
German people. | 

Here. then, were the examples of the 
litratures of two great nations, each in its 
dramatic efforts acknowledging the au- 
thority of no prescribed limitations, but 
by preference dealing with subjects in 
which the historle sentiments of their 
respective péoples were deeply concerned.

“Don Juan,” as Chateaubriand and La- 
martine had done in their ‘Memoirs’ 
and “Meditations,” as Victor Hugo was 
doing in his odes, his songs and his dra- 
mas. as Musset was doing in his poems 
and as George Sand was doing in her ro- 
mance of the ‘‘misunderstood woman.” 
But Dumas had in his literary work a 
commercial scent. He divined instinctive- 
ly what would take and what would not 
take. He saw that wnet the public 
wanted in a dramatic author was not that 
he should talk about himself or even 
show himself in the guise of several more 
or less interesting aliases; but rather that 
he should give them striking situations, 
well sustained and amusing vialogue, et- 
fective characterization and ingenious 
plot, and if it could be managed, an im- 
pressive moral. Working with this iceal 
in view, he soon produced dramas that 
were quite destitute of the “Individual- 
ism’’—that is to say, the ‘‘self-revelation” 
—of the romantic school, though in every 
other respect they were as unlike the 
dramas of the classical school as could 
possibly be. 


The same commercialism that prompted 


Dumas to change his plan in his dramatic 
work prompted him subsequently to aban- 
don the drama and to betake himself to 
the field of the historical novel.

tory seriously and make investigations. 
Some of his inventions, however, are al- 
most ludicrous, as when D’Artagan cap- 
tures Monk in the midst of his army, 
puts him in a wooden box and carries 
him to Holland, where: he presents til 
general as a gift to Charles II. The young 
king liberates Monk, and the latter, to 
show his gratitude, places the son of 
Charles I on the throne of the Stuarts. 
Surely Macauley never dreamed that such 
was the cause of the restoration! We 
may laugh at the childishness of the 
above story, but we are amused and in- 
terested throughout, as the dialogue is 
so witty and the narrative so animated.
